The principal use of ETHYLENE CHLORHYDRIN is for the in- 
troduction of the hydroxyethyl group into organic compounds. The 
esulting derivatives boil about 110°C. higher than the corresponding 
ethyl compounds and are more soluble in water.

LARGE CONSUMERS INCREASE 
REQUIREMENTS FOR SOLVENTS 


Under the stimulus of enlarged out- 
puts of automobiles, consumption of 
solvents in the lacquer industry is ex- 
pected to show a material gain in the 
immediate future. Producers of acetate 
rayon are still operating at full capacity 
with indications that this condition will 
be continued at least through March. 
Other producers of rayon are also working 
at a high rate. These two industries— 
lacquer and rayon—rank among the larg- 
est consumers of solvents, and their 
position has opened up encouraging pros- 
pects for the solvent industry. 

Steel production is expected to bring 
about some increase in production of 
coal-tar solvents. Supplies of the latter 
have been relatively small for some time, 
and prices are expected to continue firm.

IMPORTS OF TOILETRIES 
SHOW DECLINE 

According to reports just issued 
by the chemical division of the De- 
partment of Commerce, imports of 
toilet articles manufactured abroad 
have dropped off sharply in the last 
decade. The figures given for imports 
of finished products show a drop from 
a high of $7,534,597.00 in 1922 to 
$3,062,170 in 1929 and to $469,719 
for the first six months of 1932. From 
the peak of 1922 there has been a 
steady yearly drop in toilet imports 
which indicates the aggressiveness of 
American manufacturers in surplant- 
ing foreign-made goods. The further 
shrinkage in 1932 is undoubtedly due 
to the general decrease in buying 
power. 


HASKELL APPOINTED PRESIDENT OF 
INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL INSTITUTE 


WELL-KNOWN FIGURE IN INDUSTRY 





Appointment of Glenn Haskell as presi- 
dent of the Industrial Alcohol Institute 
was announced by the board of directors 
at their meeting held January 19, 1933. 
The acceptance of the presidency by Mr. 
Haskell marks the climax of thirty-three 
years of experience in the distilling and 
alcohol industry. 

Mr. Haskell, who is first vice-president 
of the U. S. Industrial Alcohol Co., and 
director of ten other companies associated 
with the alcohol industry, has been closely 
connected with the Industrial Alcohol 
Institute since its inception in February, 
1926. Mr. Haskell was elected a director 
of the Institute in 1931. 

Succeeding S. S. Neuman who held 
office for two terms, Mr. Haskell will be 
supported by A. K. Hamilton and R. H.

In 
1921, he became the Chicago western sales 
manager for the U. S. Industrial Alcohol 
Co. and was appointed General Sales 
Manager in New York one year later, 
the position he held until nominated vice- 
president in 1928.

RAYON, CHEMICALS AND FOOD 
PRODUCTS LARGEST USERS OF 
SPECIALLY DENATURED FORMULAS 





A decided increase was shown during 
the last fiscal year in the use of specially 
denatured alcohol. Manufactured prod- 
ucts consumed 75,465,367 wine gallons 
during this period, as compared with 67,- 
074,438 wine gallons in 1931. These fig- 
ures are higher than the reported distri- 
bution for those periods, since considerable 
amounts are recovered at consuming 
plants. 

Large gains in the use of specially de- 
natured formulas were reported for sol- 
vents. And chemicals and food products, 
as well as rayon, showed increases of over 
61 per cent. 

Nearly all the permissible formulas 
were used in the specially denatured 
grades. No. 1, with methanol as the de- 
naturant, was the most important. Next 
came No. 2-B, using benzol. No. 18, with 
vinegar; No. 23-A, with acetone; No. 29, 
with acetaldehyde; and No. 40, using 
either acetone or isopropyl alcohol and 
brucine sulphate as the denaturants were 
also popular. 

The most important industries using 
specially denatured alcohol are shown in 
the table below. New special formulas 
better suited to the requirements of other 
products are constantly being developed.

SOLVENT PRICE TREND 

Contract prices for the majority of 
solvents covering deliveries over the 
first quarter of 1933 have been main- 
tained at the levels prevailing in the 
latter part of last year. In a few cases, 
however, selling competition has been 
keen and lower prices were named 
for ethyl acetate, methyl acetate, 


dibutyl phthalate, and methyl ace- 
tone. 

The price index for the last month 
declined to 95.71 from 97.04 for the 
preceding month. Petroleum solvents 


contributed to the downward price 
swing as naphthas, thinners and dilu- 
ents sold off from previous levels.

TECHNICAL DEVELOPMENTS 





Cleaning acetate silk presents special problems 
because of its different chemical and physical 
characteristics. Contrary to general im- 
pressions, acetate silk is very resistant toward 
the action of many common and cheap dry- 
cleansing agents; as are also many of the 
special dyestuffs now being employed for the 
dyeing of acetate silk. Solvents such as ace- 
tone, chloroform, tetrachlorethane, etc.,which 
are perfectly satisfactory with other fibres, 
attack acetate silk too vigorously, quickly 
swelling or actually dissolving the fibres and 
ruining the weave.

It is of as- 
bestos-phenol-formaldehyde composition and 
said to be impervious to many common acids, 
bases, solvents and chemicals. Among the 
first applications here will be in dye vats. 
Considerable saving of steam is also reported 
with it abroad, because of its low coefficient 
of heat transmission.

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Cost Data and the Tariff 
In a hearing on a petition for the appli- 
cation of the statutory flexible tariff pro- 
visions, nobody is on trial. There has been 
no infraction of law. The petition is one 
for governmental relief. “The hearing is 
designed merely to gather data bearing 
upon the necessity for such relief. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that such a hearing must 
differ vastly from the trial of an action at 
law or equity. The customary procedure of 
the courts does not apply, because there is 
no controversy in law or equity between 
the applicant for a higher duty and the im- 
porter who, quite naturally, opposes the 
application. Therefore, there is no require- 
ment: that either party at interest be fur- 
nished with a detailed bill of particulars; 
because there is no complaint by one against 
the other. No right of cross-examination 
exists; because no charges against anyone 
are involved in the procedure. The United 
States Tariff Commission, in a hearing of 
this sort, is not a judge of guilt on the part 
of those who appear before it. The com- 
mission is simply the judge of the relative 
value of data adduced in a debate. 

These points have been clarified and em- 
phasized by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in a decision upholding the 
action of the tariff commission in refusing 
to furnish the importer with data relative 
to the production costs cf a domestic manu- 
facturer who asked that the duty on nitrite 
of soda be increased. This case has been 
in litigation, in one form or another, for 
more than ten vears. [t began when a peti- 
tion for a higher duty was made in October, 
1922. It was interrupted by the proclama- 
tion of an increase in the duty by the Presi- 
dent in May, 1924. It was revived when 
the customs officials began to impose on 
imports of nitrite of soda the rate of duty 
proclaimed by the President. The case had 
been declared moot by the supreme court, 
but reached that tribunal again in the 
course of the revived action. The decision 
of the supreme court is now a final declara- 
tion that the tariff commission cannot be 
compelled to disclose trade secrets. 

A peculiar aspect of the nitrite of soda 
case is that the importer, who was insist- 
ing that the domestic manufacturer’s costs 
be made known, refused throughout the 
proceedings, and was supported by its for- 
eign principal in the refusal, to furnish the 
tariff commission with information relative 
to the cost of producing the foreign nitrite. 
This refusal was persisted in even after the 
domestic manufacturer had agreed to the 
disclosure of his costs if a similar disclosure 
of the cost of producing the imported ar- 
ticle were made. ‘The importer’s persistent 
refusal was based on the contention that the 
statutory provision for a flexible tariff gave 
it full right to demand and get “every par- 
ticle of evidence” collected by the tariff 
commission. The supreme court could not 
find such a grant in the statute. Further- 
more, the court was of the opinion that the 
obstructive attitude of the importer, in re- 
fusing to furnish cost data requested by the 
commission, was not to be ignored for its 
effect on the action of the commission. But, 
the court declared that the commission had 
not, even with this influence, been arbi- 
trary. 

Under a policy of a protective tariff, it 
must be expected that a tariff in any spe- 
cific detail, will be regarded as a means of 
protection. Consequently, its measure will be 
that which seems to the legislative body or 
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to the commission which has been clothed 
with advisory powers in connection with 
the presidential authority of readjustment, 
to be adequate for the need presented by 
those who desire protection. A protective 
tariff is designed to protcet. The supreme 
court has made it clear that obstruction of 
this purpose has no statutory support. 


Coaltar Products in 1931 


Discontinuance of the annual census of 
production, sales, and foreign trade in dyes 
and other products of coaltar origin has left 
the coaltar chemical industry, as well as the 
many industries in which these products are 
consumed, without a deal of necessary in- 
formation. In these days of well-justified 
demands for government economies, per- 
haps it is not advisable to advocate re- 
sumption of this useful annual service; even 
though the cost therof could well be made 
up by the discontinuance of other govern- 
ment activities of far less value. It is help- 
ful to know that the United States Tariff 
Commission has not been wholly unmind- 
ful of the value of statistical data regarding 
the coaltar chemical industry, and a hearty 
welcome is deserved by the commission’s 
summarized report which supplies certain 
important portions of the data available in 
the former census. 

The data on production and sales in the 
coaltar industry in 1931, which have just 
been published by the tariff commission, 
present really encouraging information. 
Production of coaltar dyes in that year, for 
example, decreased but 3 percent in volume 
in comparison with 1950, and, although 
sales were 5 percent less in volume, the de- 
velopment of a better appreciation of good 
dyes is indicated by the decline of but 0.15 
percent in total value. In a period when 
unit prices were beginning to lessen, this 
small decrease clearly indicates an actual 
gain in the dye business. It is a fact that 
sales in 1931 exceeded production by about 
2 percent. 

‘There is still better evidence that condi- 
tions in the coaltar industry were not dis- 
couraging, in the records which show that 
production and sales of coaltar medicinal 
products were 14 percent larger in 1931 
than in 1930. Production of photographic 
reagents increased about 11 percent; sales 
were 20 percent greater. Production of 
other coaltar chemicals, with the exception 
of aromatics and flavorings which showed 
practically no change, was about 2 percent 
greater in 1931, and there was a 7-percent 
increase in the volume of sales. 

Because such products were rapidly in- 
creasing in industrial utilization, it is not 
unexpected to find that production of syn- 
thetic coaltar resins was 7 percent greater 
in 1931 than in 1930, in spite of noticeably 
lessened activity in the consuming indus- 
tries. It is notable that production of phe- 
nolic and cresolic resins increased 17 per- 
cent: so that all the gain is attributable to 
these types, and production of resins from 
other coaltar decreased 8 percent. 
But, there must have becn a goodly surplus 
supply of the latter types, because sales of 
these were 19 percent larger than those in 
1930. Sales of phenolic and cresolic resins 
were 22 percent larger. 

Imports of coaltar dyes in 1931 were 15 
percent greater in volume than those in 
1930. Their total invoice value was more 
than 17 percent larger. Imports of other 
finished coaltar products were 16 percent 
less in 1931 than those in the preceding 
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year. These comparisons, taken in connec- 
tion with the records of the domestic 1n- 
dustry, indicate an increasing demand for 
coaltar materials for the textile industry 
and a trend toward more costly, hence bet- 
ter, dyes. They show, on the other hand, 
that other domestic coaltar products gained 
a better place in home industry. All in all, 
the records for 1931, a year when records 
were not as a whole pleasing, are such that 
the domestic coaltar industry may well be 
proud of them. 


Another Conference Is Called 

Another conference of leading citizens 
has been called to discuss with the Senate 
Finance Committee the state of the nation 
and to essay the devising of ways and means 
whereby the national cordition may be im- 
proved. Let us hope that the outcome will 
be more to the purpose than have been the 
results of earlier, similarly designed efforts. 

\mong those called for this conference 
the number of leaders in industry and com- 
merce is again relatively small. Some of 
those who have accepted the invitation have 
made it a condition of their acceptance that 
their contributions to the discussions and 
suggestions are to be treated as confiden- 
tial. Several prominent men of industry 
and commerce have declined to participate 
in the conference. ‘Their reasons have not 
been disclosed in all cases. None of them 
has said that he perceived the futility of 
again discussing and planning in a confer- 
ence that differs little in make-up from those 
which have been conspicuously ineffective. 
Some day it may be recognized, perhaps by 
force of disturbing circumstances, that noth- 
ing is to be gained by efforts which are 
largely devoted to the restoration of the 
status quo ante. The solution of the problem 
of national distress must be sought through 
means which do not blink the faults that 
underlie and have been responsible for the 
unsatisfactory conditions so long prevailing. 

The influences which wrought the de- 
struction that is and long has been the de- 
pression are those which chietly obstruct all 
efforts toward business recovery. There can 
be no progress while these influences are 
permitted to exist. Certainly there can be 
no progress by means which seek largely to 
perpetuate financial such as un- 
necessarily large and frequently highly hy- 
drated capitalization, and other influences 
by which industry and commerce were 
made inequitably profitable and inflated 
beyond the bursting point. 

As an example of what is needed, the fol- 
lowing quotation from a letter recently re- 
ceived by the ReporTer in criticism of cer- 
tain comment on the latest plan of farm re- 
lief, serves well :— 


e1rors, 


The farmer also has too many leeches on his 
back (high-priced distributors and grain gam- 
blers) who must be taken off before he can expect 
to profit. 


This recognition of an evil influence 
would be encouraging, were it not for the 
fact that the writer of the letter believed 
that the leeches could be removed by the 
payment of bonuses to farmers! All the 
leeches and other parasites that batten on 
industry and commerce (agricultural, manu- 
facturing, and all other) must be eradicated. 
Costly nonessentials and inequitable poli- 
cies must be discarded. These reforms are 


prerequisite to the national, the business, 
the public, and the individual welfare. They 
must be essayed by those who are unbiased 
and unafraid.

Dr. Monroe Honored by A.C.S. 


The American Chemical Society has 
designated Dr. Charles Edward Monroe 
as honorary chairman of a _ national 
committee of scientists which will 
make plans for the eighty-fifth meet- 
ing of the society to be held March 26 
to March 31, inclusive, in Washington.

Plumb Suggests National 
Paint Up for Prosperity 


Property now in a perilous state of 
depreciation will be saved through the 
immediate application of paint; re- 
sultant employment; increased buying 
power created by employment in ap- 
plying the paint, and the release of 
funds by property owners in payment 
of the workers will induce a return to 
prosperity, according to Dr. R. A. 
Plumb, chairman of the national clean- 
up and paint-up campaign committee 
of the National Paint, Oi] and Varnish 
Association, who has issued a state- 
ment urging all individuals in the paint 
industry—from employer down through 
the employers’ several departments 
(manufacturing, selling or application) 
—to the employee doing the work, to 
put their energy into promotion of the 
idea that paint-up and clean-up will 
be a substantial step toward bringing 
back prosperity to everybody. 

Dr. Plumb’s statement was as 
lows:—

Prosperity in Paint 


The sale of a can of paint does far 


more than to immediately protect the 
property of the purchaser and to give 
business to the paint manufacturer and 
the painter. {t means giving work to 


men who work in the mines and refineries 
to produce lead, zine, titanium, barytes, 
asbestine,. silica, aluminum, oxide of iron 


and many other mineral products. It 
means giving work to the men who pro- 
duce and refine turpentine and rosin and 


the various oils, to the farmers who pro- 
duce flax for linseed oil, to the makers 
of industrial alcohol, to the paper and 
ink makers, to the printers who produce 
advertising, labels, literature, etc., and to 
the railroad man who transports both the 
materials and the finished products. It 
gives work to those who make machinery 
for use in the factories, for the men who 
make the containers, all the way from 
digging the ore from the ground to the 
completion of the finished product, and the 
purchasing power thereby given to an 
enormous number of workers in many 
lines who are, in effect, invisible to the 
purchaser of the paint. 

Alvan Macauley, President of the 
ard Motor Car Company, has well brought 
out in a current advertisement how the 
purchase of an automobile is sequentially 
inter-related with the prosperity of mil-

lions of Americans who themselves are 
largely under the impression that they 


have no personal interest in the increased 
sale of automobiles. The same basic truth 
exists in the paint business, with the 
added and immediate urge for the pro- 
tection of the paint purchaser's own 
property. 


People—not all, of course, but enough 


to bring prosperity back to us if they 
would use their money in their own in- 
terest—not only can afford to buy paint 


now, but they cannot afford not to: buy it, 
considering the depreciated condition of 
their properties. Certainly, when the banks 
are reported to hold more than nine bil- 
lion dollars in gold, currency and govern- 
ment securities, and to have 44,352,000 
savings accounts, with $24,281,000,000 on 
deposit, which Mr. Macauley pointed out 
as being more than twice the amount of 
our war debts and nearly six times as 
much as is needed to scrap every motor 


car now in use, there can be no more 
valid excuse on the part of those savings 
depositors in -letting their property go to 


rack and ruin by the withholding of paint 
at this time, than there should be for them 
to apathetically stand by and let it burn 
up without calling the fire department. 
Such is the practical urge of the clean- 
up and paint-up campaign in 1933. It 
is incomprehensible that any clear-think- 
ing member of the paint, varnish or allied 
industries, or any one sincerely interested 
in bringing back prosperity, can fail to use 
to the fullest possible extent the sugges- 
tions and aids made available by our na- 
tional clean-up and paint-up campaign 
bureau in Washington, for the effective 
conduct of campaigns for the increase of 


employment and the stimulation of buying 
in the promotion of clean-up and paint-up 
campaigns this year.

Another resolution of importance 
adopted by the meeting was one relat- 
ing to the subject of papers presented 
at annual meetings of the federation. 
It was pointed out that the number 
has been increasing steadily and it has 
therefore become impossible for an an- 
nual meeting to give adequate time to 
their presentation and discussion. Con- 
sequently, the federation advisors 
adopted a resolution that only com- 
pleted papers describing completed 
work shall be presented at meetings 
hereafter, and only in the form of com- 
prehensive abstracts. The full paper 
may be printed later in the Official 
Digest or any other form. No papers 
presenting incompleted work shall be 
hereafter presented at conventions, but 
may be reported in the form of con- 
crete resumes.

be limited to ten. All papers, it was 
also decided, should be devoted only 


to practical production problems rather 
than to pure research, which latter ac- 
tivity, it was stated, was more properly 
a function of the paint and varnish re- 
search section of the American Chem- 
ical Society. 

The conditions of local club member- 
ship were discussed at considerable 
length and it was decided that while 
the committee should not attempt ar- 
bitrarily to control the practices of the 
clubs in this respect, it was highly de- 
sirable that the regulations of the 
clubs in the matter be as nearly uni- 
form as practicable. It was felt by all 
that unconditional membership in any 
local club should not be open to any 
raw material men who have not here- 
tofore had direct connection with the

Supreme Court Rules That No Guaranty of Full 
Information Is Given by Law—Congressional,

Tariff Commission to receive cost of 
production data in confidence and to 
refuse to reveal such information was 
upheld today by the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of 
the Norwegian Nitrogen Products 
Company. 

The case, which involves the duty on 
nitrite of soda, was one of the first, 
if not the first, application under the 
flexible tariff provisions created by the 
tariff act of 1922 and continued in the 
1930 act. It reached the supreme 
court once before through different 
channels, and it has been prosecuted 
from the outset by Marion DeVries, 
former member of Congress, former 
presiding judge of the court of cus- 
toms appeals, and advisor to congres- 
sional committees which drafted the 
flexible provisions of the 1922 act. 

In an opinion by Justice Cardozo 
the supreme court drew a distinction 
between the functions of the tariff 
commission and _ utilities regulatory 
commissions and declared that the 
former need not conduct its proceed- 
ings as a court trial, but may follow 
instead the actions of Congress in 
making tariffs. Justice McReynolds 
dissented, but gave no reasons. 

The controversy started in October, 
1922, when the American 


Products Company filed an application 


for an increase in the duty on nitrite 
of soda. The law, which had gone into 
effect a month before, permitted the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8, 1933. 
Outright elimination of many gov- 


ernment activities which compete with 
private business and examination of 
others on the of sound cost ac- 
counting are recommended to Congress 
in the report of the special house com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the 
problem. 

The committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Joseph B. Shannon of Mis- 
souri, held hearings in all parts of the 
country and listened to testimony re- 
garding government competition § in 
scores of ways ranging from the sale 
of stamped envelopes to activities of 
the farm board and operation of inland 
waterways. The report is a careful es- 
timate of these activities, together with 
both general and specific recommenda- 
tions for action. 

Among the specific recommendations 
are that army and navy post exchanges 
be abolished except where there are no 
private merchants within trading dis- 
tance; that co-operative. restaurant or 
buying enterprises by government em- 
ployees be not subsidized; that the 
Government Printing Office stop man- 
ufacturing ink, glue, and stationery 
items for government departments; 
that a share of the helium used by the 
army and navy be purchased from 
private companies; that measures he 
taken to prevent army and navy laun- 
dries and dry-cleaning plants from 
doing work for civilians; that the gov- 
ernment cease the production and sale 
of serum, virus, and other biological 
and pharmaceutical preparations; that 
the manufacture of paints and var- 
nishes at navy yards be abandoned; 
that veterans be cared for in private 
rather than government hospitals; 
that farm agents stop the practice of 
veterinary medicine; that government- 
financed farm co-operatives be not 
permitted to buy and distribute fer- 
tilizer or other goods not the products 
of their members.

The market for industrial chemicals 
last week experienced the slowest de- 
mand on record since the start of the 
current year. This slackening in de- 
mand could be explained by virtue of 
the petering out of the replacement 
buying coming into the market from 
miscellaneous sources since the com- 


pletion of the year-end inventory, to- 
sether with the curtailing of seasonal 
production schedules in certain con- 
suming industries, as well as presence 


of a more cautious buying policy by 
the lighter industries under seasonal 
influences. Adoption of the closer 


hand-to-mouth policy was prompted in 
many instances by the forthcoming 
change in government administration 
early next month, at which time it was

believed a better idea could be gained 
relative to the trend business would 
develop in the second quarter of the 
year. 

Letdown in demand was quite evi- 


dent in all quarters of the market last 
week. Occasional consumers and other 
miscellaneous sources of consumption 
of chemicals had evidently completed 
the task of replacing depleted year-end 
stocks to a level sufficient for nearby 
production requirements. Another fac- 
tor contributing to the slower demand 
was the labor difficulities arising in the 
automobile industry. This condition, 
coupled with certain other producers 
curtailing operations as a result of sup- 
plying dealers with a sufficient num- 
ber of demonstration units, naturally 
brought about a reduced demand for a 
number of chemicals. Platers were 
practicing a more cautious policy in the 
ordering out of materials. Nickel, 
chloride, chromic acid and _ kindred 
items, however, remained unchanged 
from a price standpoint. 

Sluggish condition existing in 
heavier industrial units caused a dull 
demand for sulphuric acid, with what 
little activity was present coming for 
the most part from the lighter trades. 
Steel mills operated at 19 percent of 
capacity. Textile mills in the nearby 
districts were operating at an en- 
couraging level, but the competition 
arising in the Paterson, N. J., district 
resulted in signs of some unsettlement 
in 28 percent commercial acetic acid. 
Soda phosphate revealed little change, 
with the di-basic holding firmly, Aqua 
ammonia was in fair demand. Potash 
chlorate was slow in the spot market, 
although match manufacturing com- 
panies were taking substantial quanti- 
ties. Pharmaceutical manufacturers 
were ordering out in smaller quantities, 
with the termination of a seasonal de- 
mand for a number of finished articles. 
Soap manufacturers were ordering out 
potash caustic on a day-by-day basis. 
Fair demand from divers sources re- 
sulted in a fairly good movement of the 
alkalies last week.

Antimony metal continued firm again 
last ‘week. This firmness could be 
traced to reports originating in the 
primary market to the effect that an 
association has been formed to con- 
trol the production and export price 
of ‘the metal, for buying here was 
negligible.

Ammonia Anhydrous.—Contract ship- 
ments were light last week, but a bet- 
ter inquiry was expressed for forward 
shipments, and the tone of the market 
was decidedly firm, with no change in 
prices. 

Ammonia Aqua.—Textile trade was 
placing a fairly good call here again 
last week, with the business confined to 
less than car lot quantities, but the 
market appeared steadier and prices 
were in line with previous values. 

Ammonia Persulphate.—Demand here 
was narrow throughout the week, but 
the market held steady, with sellers 
naming 20c. to 22%c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Ammonia Phosphate.—Nothing new 
developed in this direction during the 
course of the week, with usual buyers 
furnishing the call and a steady tone 
prevailing, and sellers were adhering 
to quotations in order for some time 
past. 

Antimony.—This

continued in un apathetic condition.

Calcium Phosphate.—Pharmaceutical 
manufacturers were restricting pur- 
chases here to small quantities, being 
inclined to await a betterment in the 
call for certain finished articles, but 
prices were firmly held. 

Chlorine.—Good demand noted here 
since the latter part of January was 
extended through the week just closed, 
with the market for the cylinders hold- 
ing firm. A similar tone was shown 
in the dealings for tankcar shipments. 

Chloropicrin.—There was nothing of 
outstanding interest uncovered here 
during the period under review, with 
sellers quoting the market $1 to $1.35 
per pound, according to quantity. 

Copper.—Domestic copper dealings 
were quiet throughout the week. There 
was a small amount of copper reported 
to have been soid to Japanese buyers 
but the report could not be confirmed 
up until a late hour last week. Price 
remained at 5c. per pound for the first 
half of the year, delivered Connecticut 
Valley base. Abroad copper was sold 
at 5c. per pound, c.i.f. European ports. 
At the same time some of the copper, 
in small amounts, offered in Germany 
at 4.95c. per pound, was disposed of in 
that country at that price. 

Copperas.—Steel mill operations last 
week declined fractionally to a level 
under 19 percent of capacity, causing 


prices in this market to remain firm 
again. Demand was termed fair. De- 
cline in operations was said to be due 


to the falling off in steel orders from 
the automobile industry. Reduction in 
operations was the first decline to take 
place since the Christmas holiday.

Fluorspar.—With the steel industry 
operating at the low level of 19 percent, 
coupled with the call from other con- 
suming quarters confined to small-lot 
quantities, the market here moved 
through another dull trading period, 
with quotations for the domestic ma- 
terial strictly nominal. Sellers of the 
imported 97 percent powdered material 
were listing $27.50 to $28.50 per ton. 

Glauber’s Salt.—With demand hold- 
ing up fairly well here throughout the 
period under survey, due to the rep- 
resentative production schedules’ in 
certain consuming industries, prices 
here were well maintained at the levels 
in force previously.

There was little to 
report in the market for the oxide or 
salt. All prices remained unchanged. 

Phosphorus.—Small-lot orders made 
up the call in this spot market last 
week, with sellers quoting the previous 
values for the red and yellow items 
Routine activity was noted in the oxy- 
chloride, sesquisulphide and trichloride 
irticles. 

Potash Caustic.—Deliveries against 
contracts indicated that consumers 
were adhering to hand-to-mouth policy, 
but the volume moved for the week 
was said to be encouraging and prices 
held unchanged. 

Potash Chlorate.—Match companies 
were taking a good amount of this ma- 
terial, but the call coming from other 
directions was negligible. However, 
the market retained a firm tone and 
prices were without alteration. 


Potash Permanganate. — Smiaill-lot 
orders from divers directions resulted 
in a representative amount moved for 


the week, and the feature of the deal- 
ings was the firm character of the un- 
dercurrent, with no change in the quo- 
tations.

Demand was highly irregular in the 
market for the hydrocarbon products 
during the week just closed. Irregu- 
larity in the call reflected the mixed 
trend of production schedules in the 
consuming industries, together with an 
inclination to adhere to purchasing on 
a hand-to-mouth basis. However, the 
tone in the market for the majority of 
items was firm. This firmness could 
be attributed to low level of produc- 
tion in the coke consuming industries, 
resulting in a continuance of a low op- 
erating ratio in the by-product coke 
plants. Cresvlic acid was lower. 

A slightly tapering off was evident 
in the buying of benzene, with the 
slower demand due to the lower op- 
erating ratio in some consuming indus-

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tries and a slackening in buying for 
export account. Letdown in the buy- 
ing for export could be traced to the 
colder weather, with reports indicat- 
ing that a lessened interest was shown 
on the part of Japan toward ship- 
ments. However, prices for benzene 
continued firm. Pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturers were placing a smaller de- 
mand for phenol, due to a seasonal 
slackening in buying by ultimate con- 
sumers of finished products, Cresylic 
acid was lower, with the decline not 
entirely confined to the past week, 
but mainly caused by the recent fluc- 
tuations in the sterling exchange rate. 

A spotty demand was recorded in 
the market for toluene. Irregular call 
here was caused by the mixed trend 
of operations in the automobile in- 
dustry. Through the settlement of 
labor difficulties in certain automobile 
body plants after a three-week walk - 
out, a prominent producer of low 
priced stock cars was said to have re- 
sumed operations on a large scule. 
However, reports from Detroit last 
week stated that another automobile 
producer had encountered a walkout of 
workers in the body building division 
at a time when capacity production 
had been reached. With such a situa- 
tion prevailing in the automobile in- 
dustry, an estimate of the February 
automobile output would be strictly a 
matter of conjecture. 

This unsettled situation in the auto- 
mobile industry naturally caused lac- 
quer manufacturers to slow down op- 
erations, resulting in a slower call for 
solvent naphtha, xylene and phthalic 
anhydride. Naphthalene was firm, but 
a slow call was noted. Firmness in 
the prices of crudes could be attributed 
to low production in the heavier indus- 
tries, particularly the steel trade, the 
operations of which were estimated at 
fractionally under 19 percent last week, 
being the first decline noted since the 
Christmas holiday. Textile industry 
and tanning trade caused a good call 
for certain intermediates, with a bet- 
ter inquiry noted for the colors as a 
result of working on the Spring orders 
in textile trade. Anilin oil was in good 
demand. Anthranilic acid was fairly 
ictive, with the price firm. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Some slackening 
in demand here during the week just 
ended, but producers reported the mat 
ket held decidedly firm. Firm cond 
tion of the market could be again 
traced to the sluggish demand for steel 
products. The steel industry last week 
operated a fraction under 19 percent 
of capacity, being the first break in 
operations which began after the 
Christmas holiday, according to Iron 
Age. Steel ingot production in the 
United States totaled 1,006,297 tons in 
January, a substantial increase from 
the production of 844,618 tons in De- 
cember, but about 450,000 tons less 
than output in January, 1932, according 
to monthly report by the American

in January was about 17.78 percent ot 


capacity, against 15.02 pereent in De 
cember and 25.96 percent in January, 
1931. The daily average of steel ingot 


production for the industry was 38,704 
tons in January, against 32,485 tons in 
December and 56,133 tons daily in Jan- 
uary a year ago. The low of the de- 
pression was recorded in August, When 
the daily rate was 31,830 tons. Pig 
iron production in January totaled 
bOS,785 tons, a daily rate of 18,348 tons 
being a gain of 4.1 percent over De 
cember., 

Creosote Oil.—Demand here assumed 
it Slower pace during the course of the 
period under review. This dull condi- 
tion of buying could be traced to the 
inclination on the part of major rail- 
road systems, public utility companies 
and other large consumers to forestall 
replacement buying. Prices were about 
the same. 

Cresol.—There was little to report in 
this market last week, with the eall 
confined to the ordering out of mate- 
rial for actual needs, but prices were 
well maintained. 

Cresylic Acid.—Sellers were naming 
the quotations of 37c. to 39c. per gallon 
on the 95-97 percent material, with the 
97-99 percent article listed at 40c. to 
#2c. per gallon. Demand throughout 
January was reported to have held up 
satisfactorily, but buying last week 
showed a tendency to slacken, 

Naphthalene.— Throughout the week 
demand here continued spotty, with 
small-lot orders attributed to the desire 
of buyers to hold purchases in line 
with actual production requirements, 
but no change was shown in the mar- 
ket pricewise. In fact, a firm tone 
ruled the dealings, with the firmness 
again contributed by the low level of 
production bhoth here and abroad. 

Phenol. Pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers as well as the dyestuff inter- 
mediate manufacturers were placing a 
fairly good call here last week, with 
the slightly firmer tendency shown in 
the undertone and prices were in line 
with quotations in effect previously. 

Solvent Naphtha. — Lacquer manu- 
facturers and other regular channets 
of consumption entered the market 
when needs became actually impera- 
tive, with result demand was inclined 
to drag at intervals, but no change 
occurred in the prices. 

Toluene (Toluol). — Demand here 
was irregular last week. This irreg- 
ularitvy in the trend of shipments 
could be explained by the fact that 
some producers of automobiles were 
curtailing producion schedules. How- 
ever, February production was ex- 
pected to be somewhat higher than 
generally anticipated earlier in the 
year by reason of the fact that pro- 
duction schedules of a prominent pro- 
ducer of low priced stock cars has 
been retarded since the middle of 
January by labor difficulties. On the 
other hand, it was stated that the 
labor unsettlement had spread to the 
plants of other producers. No definite 
estimate of the February ouput could 
be obtained. 

Xylene (Xylol). Character of the 
buying here indicated that the hand- 
to-mouth policy continued in vogue, 
but sellers were adhering to scheduled 
prices,

Piperidin Duty Argued 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7, 1933. 

The proper duty classification of 
piperidin, a rubber vulcanization ac- 
celerator, was argued today before the 
United States Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals in a case brought by 
Charles Hardy, Inc., New York. 

The lower customs court held pip- 
eridin dutiable at 40 percent plus 7 
cents per pound under paragraph 27 
(a) (3) of the tariff act, while the 
company sought the duty of 25 percent 
applying on unclassified chemicals 
The case hinged on the interpretation 
uf the language of paragraph 27 relat- 
ing to articles similar to those named 
therein. The lower court interpreted 
the paragraph to include any product 
of the same nature as those named in 
it, and as several rubber accelerators 
were included in the paragraph, it clas- 
sified piperidin with them. 

The importer admitted 
idin is made from pyridin, which is 
listed in paragraph 27, but insisted 
that it will not act precisely like other 
rubber accelerators, and argued that 
the language relied on by the lower 
ecurt as to similarity applied to find- 
ing domestic articles as the basis of 
Vaiuation and not for purposes of clas- 
sifications,

Synthetic Resins Rules 
Needed, Says Resolution 


The Cleveland Paint and Varnish 
Production Club recently adopted a 
resolution which was forwarded to the 
national] federation of production clubs 
for consideration as a national propo- 
sition relating to the use of synthetic 
resins in the manufacture of paints 


and varnishes. This resolution was 
taken up at a recent meeting of the 
federation advisory committee in 


Philadelphia and it is anticipated that 
there will be some further statements 
made about it in the near future. The 
resolution which was adopted was as 
follows:— 

With the rapidly increasing number of 
synthetic resins, their intelligent use be- 
comes increasingly difficult and involves a 
vast amount of experimental work. It 
has been the general practice to designate 
these resins by trade name or number, 
which neither indicates the character ot 
the resin nor its general make-up. 

For example :—A manufacturer buys a 
modified phenolic resin at a price. He is 
submitted a competing resin claimed to be 
the equivalent, but in neither case is given 
any information as to even its approxi- 
mate phenolic content. 

Another example :—He is submitted sev- 
eral modified phthalic resins. Again the 
character and quantity of the modifying 
agent is withheld. 

While it is realized that for competitive 
or other reasons it is not always desirable 
to divulge the complete make-up of any 
resins submitted, it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect a manufacturer of varnish or lacquer 
products to undertake extensive experi- 
mental work necessary to adapt a product, 
with meager knowledge of the various 
materials involved. 

With the hope of clarifying the whole 
synthetic resin situation, the Cleveland 
Club submits the following resolution, and 
most stronely urges its careful considera- 
tion and adoption :— 

Resolved, That the synthetic resin 
manufacturers, by conference or other- 
wise, adopt rules and regulations classify- 
ing the various synthetic resins and so 
designate them that their character and 
application is indicated.

German Paint Trade Steady 


The German paint and varnish in- 
dustry, unlike many others, is some- 
what resistant to perfodical changes in 
business conditions, according to infor- 
mation received by the Department of 
Commerce from the consul-general at 
Frankfort-on-Main. Statistics on the 
production of paint and varnish in 1932 
are not yet available, but trade esti- 
mates place the total at about 25 per- 
cent less than that of 131,272 metric 
tons in 1928. Exports increased rapidly 
from 3,891 tons in 1925 to 9,835 tons in 


1929, but have since decreased, and 
totaled 5,401 tons, valued at 8,326,000 
marks, in the first ten months of 1932. 


German paints and varnishes are sold 
widely in world markets, and only 10 
percent of the total in 1932 went to the 
biggest market, the Netherlands.

Vanillin Bulk Sales Not 
Basis of Duty Valuation 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6, 1933. 
Testimony on bulk quantities of a 
commodity does not constitute evi- 
dence as to usual wholesale quantities, 
the United States Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals decided today in 
dismissing a case brought by Merck & 


Co. over the valuation of vanillin. 
Being a coaltar product, vanillin is 
dutiable under paragraph 27 of the 


tariff law on the American selling 
price of the domestic article sold in the 


usual wholesale quantities. Merck & 
Co.'s importations were in lots of 550 


and 1,100 pounds, and the value given 
was raised by the appraisers to a fig- 


ure which the importer said was the 
price in 100-pound lots. Merck & Co. 


protested this valuation and accepted 
the burden of proving the usual wiole- 
sale quantity sold in this country. The 
lower customs court declared that this 
had not been shown and dismissed the 
case, and the court of appeals con- 
curred. 

Sales catalogs introduced in the pro- 
ceedings showed vanillin packed in 
cans of 1 ounce, 1 pound, 5 pounds, and 
25 pounds, with prices varying for 


sales of 1 pound, 5 pounds, 25 pounds, 


100 pounds, and_ 1,000-pound lots. 
Merck & Co.’s assistant sales manager 
testified that bulk sales of vanillin 
would be any quantity from 5 pounds 


to 1,000 pounds. The court held that

quest, though some drop in demand 
for materials of use in combatting the 
influenza was noted. Quotations in 
the major divisions of the market were 
without change. 
Production of quicksilver on the 
Pacific Coast has dwindled to almost 
nothing; information gleaned in local 
circles was to the effect that only one 
mine of consequence was in produc- 
tion and its output was small. The 
market was advanced $1 during the 
period and was firm to strong at the 
higher figure. Spot representatives of 
important producers on the Coast were 
of the.epinion,.that the price for quick- 
silver would be advanced until it 
reached a parity with the cost of 
Spanish-Italian metal. Mercurials re- 
flected a firm tone with the producers 
awaiting further developments in the 
raw material market. 
Demand for anti-freeze formula de- 
natured alcohol gained sharply during 
the week because of the extremely cold 


weather that swept practically the 
whole country. Jobbers and distrib- 
utors were in the market for addi- 


tional supplies and the result was a 
substantial reduction in stocks held by 
the producers. The situation in the 
middlewest was especially acute; sub- 
zero temperatures were the rule from 
Chicago to the Rocky Mountains. 

The reduction in quotations for amyl 
aleohol was substantial and the new 
quotations were on a delivered basis. 
Amyl acetate prices were readjusted, 
those for tanks being put on a deliv- 
ered basis and those for car lots in 
drums being named at slightly higher 
levels. 

Domestic production of iodine has 
gained sufficiently to create an export 
surplus; recent exports from Los An- 
geles to Hamburg, Germany, totaled 
5,750 pounds, gross. Stocks of Chilean 
crude iodine were large. Iodides re- 
mained steady as to price. 

An advance in menthol prices 
seemed to be unlikely in view of the 
pending arrival of quantities sufficient 
to care for most of the current needs 
of the trade. Further developments in 
strychnine were lacking, but the mar- 
ket was still competitive and unset- 
tled. Tartar products, such as cream 
of tartar, Rochelle salt, and Seidlitz 
mixture lacked further change in price 
but the market continued to be high- 
ly competitive. 

Acid, Hydriodic.—Quotations for the 
10 percent diluted material were noted 
steady at 50c. to 5le. per pound. De- 
mand was on a hand-to-mouth basis, 
but equaled recent volume. 

Acid, Hydrobromic.—Business in job- 
bing volume confirmed prices at 18c. to 
20c. per pound for the 10 percent dilut- 
ed material. Production was small, in 


keeping with the 
outlet. 

Acid, Tannic.—The market was con- 
firmed at the minimum quotation of 


90c. per pound for USP fluffy material,

A fair but not increasing demand was 
reported for the material, and under- 
tones remained very steady in all 
quarters. 

Agar Agar.—Spot quotations were 
lower under competition. No. 1 was 


down to 45c. to 47c. per pound and No 
2, 40c. to 42c. No. 3 was easy but un- 
changed at 32c. to 36c. The Japanese 
market remained fairly firm in view of 
exchange, which was higher at times 
during the period under review. 
Alcohol, Amyl.— Lower quotations 
were reported, and the new prices were 
put on a detlivered basis, as against 
the former custom of quoting tanks 
and car lots in drums at the works. 
New prices follow:—Tanks, delivered, 
14.3c. per pound; drums, car lots, de- 
livered, 15c.; less than car lots, 15.7c. 
Alcohol, Denatured.—Sub-zero weath- 
er from Chicago to the Rocky Moun- 
tains and extremely low temperatures 
from the Canadian border to the Gulf 
of Mexico resulted in a sharp increase 
in demand for C. D. No. 5 last week. 
The sudden drop caught jobbers and 
distributors with exceptionally low in- 
ventories and caused a sharp rise in 
the demand reaching the principal al- 
cohol producers. This caused a marked 
decrease in their reserve stocks and 
tended to give the entire alcohol mar- 
ket a stronger undertone. The outlook 
for holding prices stable was said to 
be very fair. The cost of raw materials 
do not suggest any material reduction 
in production costs this year. Reduced 
production promises much in the way 
of avoiding the building of a large un- 
sold surplus. While demand has been 
disappointing, some producers have 
made a fair showing financially, not- 
withstanding, and it is felt that to re- 
duce prices would jeopardize the main- 
tenance of some profits to the pro- 
ducers. The producers at this time 
certainly are not thinking in terms of 
a lower market. Quotations for dena-

Amyl Salicylate.—Quotations were 
70c. to $1.50 per pound, being 5c. less 
than had been noted for some time 
back. The market was reported not to 
have undergone any pronounced 
change in its general position, the con- 
cession being in the nature of a com- 
petitive gesture.

WASHINGTON, 1933. 

A revised list of disease names which 
medicine manufacturers may not place 
on their labels unless the preparations 
have therapeutic effects which current 
medical opinion considers warrants the 
claims, has been issued by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

The new list differs from that of June 
24, 1931, in the addition of typhoid 
fever, mental disturbances, jaundice, 
toxemia, wasting diseases, debility, and 
“unqualified claims for use in parasitic,

bacterial and fungous infestions.” The 
list bears the revision date of Novem- 
ber 23, 1932, but has just been dis- 





tributed to the drug trade. 

The revised notice follows:— 

It is the purpose of the Food and Drug 
Administration to continue vigorously its 
program of action under the Federal food 






and drugs act against medicinal prep- 
arations falsely and fraudulently repre- 
sented by label or circular accompany- 






ing the package as preventives or treat- 
ments for disease conditions. In de- 
termining whether therapeutic or cura- 
tive claims are true or false, the admin- 
istration is guided by the consensus of 
current medical and dental opinion as 
to the effectiveness of the ingredients of 
the product. 

Extensive surveys have shown that 
there are still on the market many prod- 
ucts bearing label claims which their com- 



















































positions do not justify. The unwar- 
ranted claims noted have included :—

Dealers in botanical drugs have

prices. Last week, further evidence of 
the fact was noted in the form of sharp 
advances in quotations on_ several 
items.

Campbell Drops All But 
Food-Drug Control Work 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9, 1933. 
Walter G. Campbell, Director of 
Regulatory Work in the Department of 





Agriculture, has resigned to become 
Chief of the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration in the department, effective 


February 1. Mr. Campbell has been in 
charge of the work of the administra- 
tion. The position of Director of Reg- 
ulatory Work has been abolished, thus 


completing the reorganization of the 
department’s law-enforcement work 
started in 1923. 

Secretary Wallace drafted Mr. 
Campbell, then acting Chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, originally 
charged with the enforcement of the 


food and drugs act, to assist him in 
co-ordinating and improving the law- 
enforcement activities of the depart- 
ment. Under Mr. Campbell's direc- 
tion, Secretary Hyde points out, the 
regulatory work has been grouped 
under responsible heads of major units 
that a Di- 


and is now so organized 
rector of Regulatory Work is no longer 
necessary. 

Mr. Campbell was one of the first 
inspectors appointed under the food 
and drugs act passed in 1906. Dr. H. 


W. Wiley, first Chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry and the father of the pure 
food law, in 1907 selected Mr. Camp- 
bell to be his chief food and drug in- 
spector, a position which Mr. Camp- 
bell held until 1914, when he was put 
in charge of the Eastern Inspection 
District of the Bureau of Chemistry. 
He was appointed assistant chief of 
the bureau in 1916 and acting chief 
in 1921. Having completed the task 
of creating special units for the en- 
forcement of laws entrusted to the de- 
partment by Congress, Mr. Campbell 
requested that he be relieved from his 
duties of Director of Regulatory Work, 
that he might devote his entire at- 
tention to the food and drug work.

Refined Oil Futures Generally Firm--Further Switching 
From Near to Distant Positions -- Crude Slightly 
Easier--Cold and Stormy Weather in Cotton States 


A generally firm or steady tone pre- 
Vailed in the market here for refined 
cottonseed oil futures last week, al- 
though the trading, so far as new busi- 
ness was concerned, was quiet. There 
Was considerable switching from March 
to later positions, operations of this 
character being something of a fea- 
ture. Sentiment seemed to be rather 
more bullish on the whole, but there 
Was little inclination to push matters 
on the long side, and an upward trend 
of prices at times seemed to some to 
be due more to a lack of offerings than 
to buying pressure. 

Offerings of crude oil and other cot- 
tonseed products in the South were 
also generally light. Trade was quiet, 
however, and crude oil was reported 
as slightly easier in some _ sections. 
Extremely low temperatures prevailed 
in many parts of the cotton belt, with 
rain or snow at various points. It was 
contended by some that the cold would 
prove beneficial to the extent of in- 
creasing weevil mortality, but farm 
work, already backward in many parts 
of the South, was further delayed. 
Conflicting reports continued to be 
heard concerning the next acreage, but 
as in recent preceding weeks advices 
on this point seemed to be mainly of 
a bearish character.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Conditions prevailing in Southern 
markets last week were similar to those 
noted in the previous week. So far as 
spot transactions were concerned, busi- 
ness was on a very conservative scale. 
The Memphis speculative market for 
seed and meal displayed a fair degree 
of activity at times, but operations in 
actual product seemed to indicate that 
buyers and sellers in many cases were 
disposed to hold aloof and await 
further developments. 

Recently there were reports of a bet- 
ter export inquiry for meal, but little 
was heard last week of foreign takings, 
although occasional clearances were 
noted on contracts previously placed. 
The movement of seed was reported as 
light and there was no pressure of of- 
ferings of products, although supplies 
in some parts of the South are liberal 
in comparison with the holdings at this 
time last season. The impression 
seems to exist in some quarters that 
there is a possibility of securing more 


remunerative prices by holding until 
later in the season, especially if indi- 


cations should develop of any decrease 


of consequence in the next cotton 
acreage. 
The tone of spot markets was gen- 


erally steady or firm, with quotations 
apparently rather well maintained. In 
the Southeast $14.50 to $15 per ton con- 
tinued to be quoted for 7 percent meal, 
though the figures appeared to be more 
or less nominal. In the Valley $11 to 
$11.50 per ton was quoted for 41 per- 
cent meal.

Cottonseed Oil 


Switching from near to distant po- 
sitions again constituted much of the 
business in the market for refined cot- 
tonseed oil futures last week. Fresh 
operations were still on a _ limited 
seale, many local local and other 
traders being inclined, for one reason 
or another, to adhere to a waiting at- 
titude. The monthly cottonseed re- 
port from the Census Bureau is ex- 
pected to appear in the near future, 
and this, as usual, made some inter- 
ests disinclined to enter into new 
commitments on either side of the 


The prevailing uncertainty as 
is likely to be the outcome of 
proposed tax legislation and foreign 
war debt discussions also operated 
against any broadening of transactions 
in cottonseed oil futures.

On Monday receipts of hogs in Chicago 
were 28,000 head; on Tuesday, 16,000 
head; on Wednesday, 14,000 head; on 
Thursday, 27,000 head.

According to 
some, the prospects for export busi- 
ness with Germany have been changed 
by the recent dissolution of the reich- 
tag, it being contended that this action 
automatically suspends the proposed 
heavy increase in the German import 
duty which was scheduled for February 
16, and that the old rate will remain 
effective until a new reichtag has been 
formed 
Late in the week, however, cable ad- 
vices from Berlin stated that the im- 
port duty on lard has been increased 
from 10 to 50 marks per 220 pounds, 
effective February 15. A published re- 


port from Vienna stated that repre- 
sentatives of prominent American 
packers protested against the meth- 
ods adopted by the Austrian govern- 
ment, which recently announced that 
no 56-pound boxes of lard could be 
imported. American packers, it is 
stated, had previously exported to 
Austria large quantities in containers 


of this size, having been under the im- 
pression that imports to the extent of 
35 percent of their 1931 total would be 
permitted in such packages. 

Weather conditions over much of the 


cottonbelt last week were unfavorable 
for field work, and, aside from Texas, 
preparations for the next cotton crop 
are said to be backward. Rains and

Textile Chemicals, 
yestuffs and Tanstuffs 


Zinc Dust Fractionally Lower--Potato and Tapico 
Dextrin Reduced--Sicilian Sumac Prices Steadier-- 


Cochineal Dull--Archil Firm--Antimony Salt Slow 


Business in the market for dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs noted a slight slackening 
during the week just closed. Slowing 
down in demand could be attributed to 
the practice of a closer hand-to-mouth 
buying policy on the part of the textile 
and tanning trades. Development of 
such a condition reflected the inclina- 
tion on the part of the major consum- 
ers to hold down seasonal operations 
to the actual demand being placed for 
the finished goods. Changes included a 
reduction in zinc dust, potato and ta- 
pioca dextrin. 

Lowering of the quotation for zine 
dust could be traced to the lower basic 
metal cost. Decline in the quotations 
was fractional. Zine stocks at the close 
of January totaled 129,524 short tons,

as compared with 124,705 short tons 
held at the end of the preceding month 
and 129,909 on the like 1932 date, ac- 
cording to the American Zinc Institute. 
January production was 19,859 tons, 
against 18,489 in December and 22,471 
in the corresponding month a year ago. 
Shipments in January were 15,040 tons, 
as against 15,582 tons in the previous 
month and 22,404 tons in January, 1932. 

Textile industry appeared to be prac- 
ticing a closer hand-to-mouth policy 
in ordering out material, with the re- 
sult that a number of dyestuffs moved 
at a decidedly slower pace during the 
week under review. Cochineal was 
slow. Archil demand was confined to 
the purchase of occasional small lots. 
Reports from the New England district 
indicated that the textile mills were 
operating on a better schedule than 
that in force at this time a year ago; 
especially were the production sched- 
ules in the rayon trade at a high level. 
Silk mills in the New Jersey district 


were producing at a_ representative 
level. Total raw silk imports for the 
1932 year were 547,195 bales, as com- 
pared with 605,919 bales in 1931, aec- 
cording to the Silk Association of 


America. Japan shipped 512,274 bales 
of raw silk to the United States in 1932, 
China 21,371 bales and European coun- 


tries 13,550 bales. 
Yivision for the tanning materials 
experienced a fair demand at times 


during the week, with consumers com- 
ing into the market when seasonal re- 
quirements became imperative. Sicilian 
sumac remained unchanged. Mangrove 
bark and myrobalans appeared steadier. 
Wattle bark was in the doldrums. 
Word from New England stated that 
the shoe production was spotty, but 
that section appeared better than the 
operating schedules in force in the 
West. Sizing materials noted a highly 
irregular demand, with potato and ta- 
pioca dextrin fractionally lower. No 
improvement was evidenced in the egg 
products, and the corn derivatives ap- 
peared steadier, due to the presence of 
a Similar tone in the basic grain mar- 
ket. Producers of the bichromates in- 
dicated that shipments thus far in Feb- 
ruary measured up favorably with the 
encouraring turnover experienced in 
early January. Antimony salt was slow 
and a fairly active demand was report- 
ed for anhydrous alumina chloride. 


Chemicals 
Alumina Chloride.— Usual buyers 
were furnishing a fair demand for the 


anhydrous material, with the market 
featured by a firm tone and prices were 
unchanged. There was an irregular 


call noted for the solution, and prices 


remained unchanged at 3c. to 34ec 
pound. 

Antimony Salt.—While business her: 
showed little improvement, with con- 
sumers endeavoring to limit purchases 
to actual needs until some betterment 
takes place in che call for the finished 
articles, the market displayed a steady 
tone and prices were without change. 

Potash Bichromate. Shipments 
against contracts here indicated that 
consumers were ordering out in a more 
cautious manner, inspired by the desire

for a better idea of the trend business

able proportions. Prices were without 
change. 

Soda _ Bichromate.—Although  con- 
sumers here were adhering to con- 
servative policy in the ordering out of 
supplies, producers reported that ship- 
ments thus far in February compare 
favorably with the amount transacted 
in early January. Prices were with- 
out change. 

Zinc Dust.—Slightly lower metal cost 


brought about a lower market for the 
zine dust commodity, on the basis of 
$2.65 per 100 peunds East St. Louis, 
the market for the dust was quoted at 
4.70¢c. to 5c. per pound, according to 
quantity, for car lot shipments. The 
less than car iot quantity price was 


15 points lower at 6.15e. per pound. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—This_ situation remained 
about the same as the precedng week, 
with demand _ for the paste and seed 
items limited to an occasional small- 
sized shipment, but no change occurred 


in the prices. 

Archil.—There was little demand 
here, but the limited amount on hand 
here tended to give the market a firm 


tone and sellers were naming previous 
quotations on the double and concen- 
trated grades. 


Cochineal.—Occasional small orders 
supplied what little activity was re- 
corded here during the week, with a 


steady tone ruling the dealings in the 
Teneriffe silver and gray articles, and 
no change was uncovered in the quota- 
tions. 

Cutch, Rangoon.—There was 
buying in evidence here last week, but 
the volume of business lacked the 
strength sufficient to have an affect 
on the market from a price stand- 
point. 

Fustic.—Continuance of a fair level 
of operating schedules in certain divi-

sions of the textile trade brought 
about a fairly active call here last 
week, and prices were in line with

Osage Orange.—Sellers here stated 
the market maintained a steady un- 
dercurrent throughout the week, al- 
though demand was highly irregular, 
With the spotty call attributed to en- 
deavor on the part of consumers to 
limit purchases to actual production 
needs. 


Turmeric.—Little interest was shown 
in this direction during the week, with 
the market for the Madras material 
holding at the same price levels as the

Light SBacte on Textiles 
Studied by Foundation 


Practical research toward the pre- 
vention or minimizing of the destruc- 
tive influence of light and heat on tex- 
tile fabrics is being sponsored by the 
Textile Foundation. The work is being 
done by D. J. Salley, research fellow 
of the foundation, in the Frick Chem- 
ical Laboratory at Princeton Univer- 
sity. 

In addition to studying the exact ac- 
tion on the cellulose structure of tex- 
tiles by light and heat, Mr. Salley’s re- 
search is planned to discover the influ- 
ence of various foreign substances 
added in textile manufacture, that may 
hasten the rate of deterioration. The 
exact influence of such materials will 
be demonstrated for the practical pur- 
pose of enabling manufacturers or 
processors to prevent or minimize the 
condition where _ possible. Another 
angle of the investigation is to deter- 
mine whether other substances may 
be employed to counteract the destruc- 





tive effect of light and heat. In this 
connection, Mr. Salley cites the in- 
stance of rubber, in which antioxidants 


are incorporated to combat the natural 
deterioration of aging 

In a report to Franklin W. Hobbs, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Textile Foundation, Mr. Salley says

Aastititiieas Nitrate 
Wins Alabama Tax Case 


WASHINGTON, 1933. 

Imported nitrate of stores in 
its original packages doves not consti- 
tute capital engaged in business, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
decided today in reversing the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama in a case 
brought by the Anglo-Chilean Nitrate 
Sales Corporation. 

The Alabama law provided that for- 
eign corporations must register and 
pay an annual tax of $2 for each $1,000 
of capital employed in the State. The 
Anglo-Chilean company, with its of- 
fice in New York, had its nitrate 
stored with a public warehouseman in 
Mobile and sold for cash through a 
salesman traveling in Alabama and 
working on commission. It owned no 
capital in the State except the stock 
of nitrate, but the Alabama Supreme 
Court classified it as doing business 
in Alabama and upheld the tax 
applied to it. 

In a decision by Justice Butler, the 
United States Supreme Court held that 
as the company did no local business
